variety. The plants are heavily rooted, resistent 
to drought, and make a number of runners which will also bear fruit; 
however, it is not advisable to allow more than two runners per mother 
plant to remain.

SPECIAL HINTS FOR SUCCESS WITH FALL STRAWBERRIES 


MAKE THE SOIL RICH by applying a heavy dressing of well-rotted stable manure. 
If convenient, supplement this by the application of chemicals supplying potash 
and phosphoric acid. For this purpose, sulphate or muriate of potash at the 
rate of 200 to 300 pounds per acre or 5 to 7 pounds per thousand square feet, 
and acid phosphate at the rate of 600 to 1,000 pounds per acre or I5 to 25 pounds 
per thousand square feet, would serve admirably; or instead of these chemicals, 
use any good fertilizer rich in potash and phosphoric acid but containing little or 
no nitrogen. Work both manure and chemicals well into the soil. THE FALL- 
BEARING VARIETIES PRODUCE A CROP IN ONE-THIRD OF THE 
TIME REQUIRED BY THE JUNE-BEARING KINDS. It is therefore only 
fair to give them the benefit of extra fertility. It will pay well to do so. 

FIT THE SOIL by very thorough plowing and harrowing or spading and raking. 

SH THE PLANTS AS EARLY AS POSSIBLE. 

GROW THE PLANTS IN HILLS, keeping all runners cut; OR IN HEDGEROWS, 
allowing each mother plant to make one or two runner plants, and thereafter 
cutting all runners. 

Hoe wor La! THE PLANTS BLOOM AT ALL UNTIL ABOUT AUGUST 
FIRST—keep the buds, or failing this, the blossoms, picked. 

After picking the blossoms for the last time, APPLY STRAW OR OTHER LITTER 
AS A MULCH around the plants. This will save soil moisture, and keep the 
fruit clean. 

IF CONVENIENT, SPRAY with lime-sulphur solution and arsenate of lead, or 
with Bordeaux mixture and arsenate of lead. Spraying should be at intervals of 
a few weeks. It should be continued in the case of the fruiting bed until 
blossoms are picked for the last time. Get spraying directions from your state 


experiment station.

Brief Gultural Directions 


Strawberries require rich, well-drained soil, as undrained land induces 
fungus growth, the worst enemy of the Strawberry. The plants should be 
set about 15 inches apart, and 2 feet between the rows. Firm the plants 
well in the soil, keeping thoroughly cultivated, and cut off all runners. 
About December Ist cover the beds to a depth of 3 inches with meadow 
hay, straw or leaves. In April, as soon asthe plants show an indication of 
growth, push the covering off to allow them to come through. 


Perfect and Imperfect Flowering 
Strawberries — 


Strawberry plants produce two 
kinds of blossoms, “‘ Staminate”’ 
(Perfect Flowering) and “‘Pistillate”’ 
(Imperfect Flowering). Perfect 
flowering varieties can be planted 
alone, and will bear good crops of 
berries, but Imperfect varieties will 

not bear good berries when planted ; 
Perfect Flowering alone; they must have a row of Imperfect Flowering 
some Perfect Flowered sort planted 
every nine or twelve feet apart among them to pollenize their blossoms.
